Wasmotonr, August 15.—[Special.]-It has 
been rumored around the capitol today that 
there would be no tariff bill after ali, as Mr, 
Blaive was anxious to have the issues of the 
campaign made distinct between what he calls 
free trade and protection. It has also been 
said that Senator Male, of Maine, had con- 
sulted with Mr. Biaine, and that the latter 
had advised acaist it. 

HENCK THE SUDDEN DECISION. 

When called upon Senator Allison, chair- 
man of the sub-finance committee, which is 
preparing the Dill, denied emphatically that 
there was any truth in the report. 
nonneed it made out of whole cloth, and said 
the committee was determined to finish the 
Lill and report it to the senate. When asked 
if the bill would then pass, Senator Allison 
politely retired to the inner chamber of the 
committee room witiout cxpressing an Opiii- 
jon. . | 
On the other hand there are many who be- 
lieve the rumor that no bill will be reported. 
Tiney say the republicans of the comunittee 
will keep up a feint of preparing a measure 
nntil a month more passes. It is claimed the 


scheme is to give a hearing to every one wha 


will appear and thus protract tho hearings 
unt!! there is a reasonable excuse to adjourn 
without action. 

AN ADJOURNMENT— WHEN? 

Tho democratic senators seem in no hurry 
to get away from Washington while the 
weather continues pleasant; besides they are 
fully equipped to discuss the tariff question, 
should their opponents determine to force the 
question before the senate. In any event it is 
hardiy probable, in view of the dilemna of the 
genate, that congress will afford the people apy 
relief from the burdens of taxation this sum- 


mer. : 

Te house could be ready to adjourn ina 
few days, as its business isin such a shape 
that it may be disposed of at short notice. 
There is scarcely a quorum of either body at 
presentin the city, and congress has really 
reached a do-nothing period. 

Republican Senators in Conference. 

The republican senators held a conference 
this evening at the residence of Senator Chan- 
dler, at which all bat two or three of the re- 
publican senators now in the city were pres- 
ent. It adjourned at half-past eleven, tne 
senators coming away in a body. 

Senator Allison was authorized by the cau- 
cus to make a statement to the press, which 
he did verbally to newspaper men who were 
waiting. 

“We had conference,” he said, ‘fon the ordcr 
of business and arranged, so far as we are con- 
cerned, the order in which the measures are to 
be taken up, which order will be submitted to 
the democratic caucus committee tomorrow. I 
cannot recall the order but I will give it to you 
in the morning. It comprises all the impor- 
tant measures now pending. Then we had an 
iuformal talk about-tariff, but took no action.” 

“Well, are you going to press tariff bill sure, 
senator?” 

‘Why, nothing new was determined on that 
point.” _- 

“Was there any proposition to reverse the 
action of the former caucus on that subject ?’’ 

"No, the subject was not discussed.”’ 

‘Senator, has it been stated any time within 
a week that this conference would settle cer- 
tain disputed points, such as timber, wool, 
saltand sugar? Did they do so?” 

“They setiled nothing on the subject. 
didn’t get down to details on the tariff.”’ - 

“Can you give us, from memory, some of 
the leading measures at the head of your order 
of business ?’’ 

‘We propose to finish te fisheries treaty 
right away. Any appropriation bills whith 
may be awaiting action will then be taken up 
and disposed of. When these are out of the 
way Senator Chandler’s Jackson, Miss., out- 
rage resolution will be brought forward, and it 
is likely that there will be a debate upon elec- 
tion franchise in the south generally. Bil's 
for the admission of North Dakota, Wa-hing- 
ton territory and Monitaua into the union of 
states will next bein order. If by that time 
the tariff bill should not be ready for consid- 
eration in the senate, other bills will be taken 
upto fill in the interim, and an opportunity 
will be given the democrats to pass some bills 
in which they may be specially interested.’’ 

MATSON AND HOVEY, 

The two opposing candidates for governor of 
Indiana are still here watching each other and 
observing the canvass from afar. Yesterday 
General Hovey told Mr. Matson that he was 
ready at any timeto pair with him and go 
hoime. Mr, Matson will agree and they will 
take tho field. 

It is proposed by the two committees that 
they take the stump together in joint discuss- 
jou. This’ will -necessarily make a red h 
campaign. Both eandidates confidently ex- 
pect to be elecged, but the prevailing opinion 
here is that Mr. Matson will win. 

OLD JOE M'DONALD, 

Ex-Senator MeDonald camo in from Indi- 
@ua this morning, 

“Things look very favorable’ to the demo- 
crats,”’ he said. ‘‘l have never had any doubt 
about Indiana going democratic. The condi- 
tions are very favorable to us. I think we 
shall carry the state by.a good majority. The 
canvass is going on, but this is the heated 
term, and things are alittle quiet. Mr. Harri- 
son has not been able to.arouse much enthusi- 
asm. Very little has been accomplished by 
those exeursions, receptions, and so forth. 
‘Liey have been a sort of failure. ”’ 

THE PRESIDENT’S ACCEPTANCE.

senators and representatives. 

SENATOR MORGAN ON FISHERIES. 

Sepator Morgan closed his 
Speech on the fisheries treaty 
His fourth effort was commened yes- 
terday, when ke spoke forr hous and 
fifty-one minutes. In concluding, he occupied 
the time of the senate two hours taday, con- 
suming in allseven hours and fifty-one min- 
ute3 in one speech.

IN THE SENATE, 


Mr. Morgan Says a Few Pointed Words to 
the Republicans. 


Wasuinaton, August 15.—In the course 
of his speech on the] fisheries treaty today, 
Mr. Morgan (there having fbeen some 
allusions to ‘‘yankee’’ on the one side and 
“slave-holder’’ on the other) said: “You 
have not hesitated to sneer at us, and to say 
that we are rebels, traitors, men uot to be 
trusted, men who violated our oaths and at- 
tacked the national flag, men whose conscien- 
ces are burdened with political sin, that we 
all deserved to be hanged, and that we are 
living now by your mercy and grace; and I 


- have only said that you did not dare to hang 


any ofus. You had Jefferson Davis under ar- 
rest and the United States government did not 
dare tofbring him to trial because it would have 
turned but—in opinion of great jurists, who 
would have had totry him—tkat he had not 
committed treason.”’ 

Mr. Frye—‘‘ When the senator from Alabama 
was making those charges he was looking at 
me. I beg him to remember that in the whole 
course of this debate I have made no charge 
or insinration against him. I am a full- 
blooded yaukee, but I do not know aman on 
that side of the senate for whom I have more 
profound adiniration that I have for him.’’ 

Mr. Morgan—‘‘My eyes wandered to the 
face of the senator from Maine because I 
knew that they rested on an honest and benev- 
olent face, aud it was some relief to me to 
have that opportunity when looking on that 
side of the cligmber.”’

AN AGREEMENT REACHED. 


The Appropriation Billsfor Army and Navy 
and the Provisions Agreed Upon. 

WASHINGTON, August 15.—The conferees 
onthe partof the two houses onthe army 
appropriation bill reached an agreement, #nd 
the fact was reported to the house this after- 
noon. According to the tefins of the agree- 
ment, the appropriation for the equipment of 
Watervliet arsenal, New York, which was 
fixed by the senate at $750,000, has been re- 
duced to $700,000, in consideration of the fact 
that the sundry civil appropriation bill carries 
an appropriation of $60,000 for that arsenal. 

The $500,000 appropriation made by the sen- 
ate for stcel forging was reduced by congress 
to $550,000, which is to be expended in three 
years. 

At the instance of Senator Gorman, the con- 
ferees ulso provided for the appointment of a 
board consisting of the secretary of war, chief 
of ordnance, an artillery officer and chief of 
engineers, which is to supervise the expendi- 
tures for steel and at Watervliet arsenal. The 
house conferees accepted senate provision of 
the purchase of the Kinsley property at West 
Point, with an amendment reducing the num- 
ber of the board to be appointed to make the 
purchase. The senate item of $600,000 for the 
manufacture, purchase and tesiing of cannon 
is reduced to $500,000. 

THE NAVAL BILL. 

Atafurther conference of the representa- 
tives of the two houses they have reached an 
agreement upon the naval appropriation Dill. 
The basis of agreement is a Sebouansiel cences- 
sion of the demands of both senate and house, 
the former agreeing to restore to the bill the 
original provision for a 7,500 ton armored 
cruiser, and the latter accepting the 2,000 ton 
gunboats proposed by the senate. 


AN EARTHOUAKE IN MAINE. 


The Worst Known Even tothe Oldest In- 
habitant. . 

Winturor, Me., August 15.—One of the 
most severe earthquake shocks ever felt in this 
vicinity occurred at 5 o’clock last evening. - A 
report like a heavy cannon, continuing thirty 
seconds, shook the earth violently, swaying 
buildings and ratthng dishes and furniture. A 
second shock was felt about midnight and was 
somewhat lighter, but of about the same du- 
ration, 

The shock was the worst -known to the old- 
est inhabitants. People were aroused from 
slcep and many were so terrified at the sever- 
ity of the shock as to be nearly beside them- 
selves. The reports of the earthquake come 

rou miles around. It was different from. any 
previous shock here in its beginning, breaking 
forth at once with a very loud, sharp report. 
The noise continued at its loudest for hali a 
miunte. Houses were shaken on their foun- 
dations, like ‘large oaks ina fierce gale, and 
then the noise subsided into a distant roar, 
which could be heard seemingly toward the

VALIANT WORK OF THE CITIZENS 


Surgeon-General Hamilton Discusses the 
Condition of Affairs--New Fumigat 
ing Stations Ordered. 


WASHINGTON, August 15.~An Associated: 


Press reporter called on Su n-General 
Hamilton this evening with a viéw of obtein- 
ing an accurate knowledge of the existing 
state of affairs in Florida. 

The doctor had just returned from a trip to 


Waycross, Ga., which is the most important 


post at present of the marine hospiial service 


guard. i. 
THE FUMIGATION STATIONS. 

He said that fumigation stations are now 
open at Chattahoochee, Fla.,and Dupont, Ga., 
in addition to that at Waycross. These sta 
tions are not in immediate connection with 
the railway stations, but are some distance 
from the railroad towards Florida. The one 
at Chattahoochee is at River junction, about 
two miles from Chattahoochee. Jhis station is 
under the charge of Assistant Surgeon Ged- 
dings, of the marine hospitalservice. Theone 
at Dupont is at present under the general di- 
rection of Passed Assistant Surgeon Urquhart, 
whose headquarters are at Waycross. 

These fumigation stations are constructed 
from box cars, which are divided into 
two compartments by upright planking 
in each compartment. Wire netting 
Shelves are placed at regular in- 
tervals as thickly as _ practicable. When 
articles are to be fumigated, they are loosely 
seattered on the shelves, and when all is ready 
a charcoal] brazier oriron kettle is filled with 
chareoal. As soon as the charcoal becomes a 
glowing coal, five pounds of sulphur are 
thrown upon it and soon the fumes of sul- 
phurus acid gas penetrates every part of the 
car and every fabric therein. . ’ 

Other cars similarly shelved have been pro- 
vided for the railway mail service, and the 
clerks in that service open the mail bags, 
puncture the letters and scatter them upon the 
wire shelves. The ears being moveable can be 
shifted from place to place, and the passage 
way between the broad doors give ample room 
for the shifting of baggage. 

The method of. puncturing the letters is the 
same as that adopted in Europe during the 
cholera epidemic, and will not prevent them 
being read, while at the same time it will ab 
low the gas to penetrate them. 

DETENTION OF PASSENGERS. 

Passengers coming north from an infected 
town must pass a short period of observation in 
the detention camp near Bologne. From other 
tewns in Florida they may pass the inspectors 
but are not allowed to stopat any southern 
point. , 

The refugee camp near Bologne isin command 
of Passed Assistant Surgeon Gross Thiscamp 
with such police regulations as are necessary 
will be enforced, is not, strictly speaking a 
military camm. Persons from Jacksonville 
and other infected points, falling sick at this 


camp will be returned to Jacksonville by tha 


first train. The camp has been supplied with 
tents and cooking utensils, and the hardships 
of the delexation will be reduced as much 
as possible. Persons unable to bring rations 
will be farnished them while undergoing de- 
tention, but it is only those able to buy tickets 
that will avail themselves of thecamp. Ten 
days at camp will be required to enable one to 
pass the inspectors and come north. 

The inspectors have been provided with con- 
ductors’ punches, and they punch and issue to 
each passenger a ticket showing to what points 
pound, where from, date, number of pieces of 
baggayve and name of inspector. The traveler 
must also sign his name to the ticket as a 
means of identification. 

THE SITUATION CALMING DOWN. 

The situation in Florida is calming down, 
but the panic is still very great. Notwith- 
standing the death rate in Jacksonville is 
small, and thatit has at no time been great 
ither at Tampa, Manatee or Plant City, yet 
he fears of the people in the adjoining towns 
are such as to lead them to establish rigid 
‘shotgun’ quarantines everywhere. And such 


unreasoning quarantines! .Why, at Wilming- | 


ton, our train coming north was made to lie on 
a side track three miles from Wilmington 
while they brought a breakfast to us in a box 
car. They refuse to allow the northbound train 
to come into the depot. At Callahan in Flor- 
ida, the citizens—and there are only about two 
dozen—forbid any train to stop going either 
north or south. 7 
By STORIES OF THE PANIC. 

Among many stories of the panic at Jack- 
sonville is one told by the conductor of our car 
to the effect that one lady in Jacksonville was 
so panic-stricken at market on seeing a bulletin 
posted up that she went to the train instead of 
buying her marketing, and on the arrival of 
the train tried to hire a newsboy to go and tell 
her husband where she had gone. The boy, 
having a wholesome fear of yellow jack, re- 
fused to go to the city, but about that time the 
lady’s son came in sight and carried the mes- 
sage. : 

When the refugee camp was about to be es- 
tablished at Bologne, iillard's was spoken of. 
This is a place just little nearer Jacksonville, 
but the Nassau county board of health protest- 
ed in a most frantic way, although their head- 
quarters is more than forty miles away, at Fer-

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nandina, and they had put three sets of in-- 


spectors on the railroad and declared a strict 
quarantine. 
HALF THE TOWNS QUARANTINED. 

Itis safe to say that today one-half the 
towns in Florida are quarantined against all 
incomers. This panic in many cases is worse 
than yellow fever itself. Itis hoped to que:l 
this by furnishing a complete system of inspec- 
tion under governmentauspices. Atthe same 
time, such internal measyres of sanitation as 
seem to be necessary will be resorted to where- 
ever local forces are inadequate to properly 
perform the work. 

At Jacksonville, the Duval county board of 
health is doing their utmost to stamp outthe 
disease, and it is hoped that their efforts may 
be successful. It is too soon to speak with 
positiveness of the origin of the epideinie, but it 
is quite probable that the case of McCormack, 


imported from Plant City,was not the first case 


at Jacksonville, nor the next case from Or- 
lando the second. Rumors of yelluw fever at 
Jacksonville have been prevalent for several 
weeks. It is now known definitely that the 
first eases in Tampa last fall were brought by 
a schooner engaged in smuggling. 
Fumigating Stations Established. 

WaAsHiInGton, August 15.—Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Dickinson teday established fumigating 
stations at Bartow, Florida, Flomaton, Ala- 
bama, St Augustine, Florida, and Waycross, 
Georgia. At these points all mail matter from 
yellow fever districts will be thoroughly fumt- 
gated before being forwarded to its destina- 
tion. No mail of any character comes through 
Jacksonviile. 

In addition, late this afternoon, he issued the 
following order:

; The Situation in Jacksonville. 
ACKSONVILLE, Fla.. August 15.—[Special. 
The situation is decidedi¢. better. fo aon 
cases have been reported and no deaths. 
Patients are all doing finely. 

Rain commenced to faj] at an early hour 
this morning and had poured in terrents all 
day. The mercury is much lower than at any 
lime during the week. The work of disinfect- 
ing goes actively forward. The sanitary force 
has been increased to nearly 300 men. Many 
plaees are found in a decidediy unhealthy con- 
dition, especially the premises of citizens who 
have fled the town. 

The tar and pitch fires and booming of can- 
} non enliven the scene somewhat tonight. The 
committee on cannonading has batteri¢s firing 
at different points night and morning. Many 
people Jaugh at this, but the majority deems it 
a measure worthy of trial. Hundreds look on 
with interest each night and morning. 

_The money for the relief committee is be- 
ginning to come in, and telegrams have been 
received from many cities offering municipal 
assistance. epresentatives in congress have 
sent telegrams offering to lend their aid to- 
ward the passage of a bill appropriating $200,- 
000 for the purpose of stamping out the fever 
in the United States, amd especially in Florida. 

Judge Loton M. Jones, chairman of the re- 
lief committee, has divided the city into five 
districts with competent men in charge of 
each. He will register the names of the needy 
and extend no succor to paupers and tramps 

whe flock into the city to take advantage of 
the distribution of rations. 

At a citizens meeting the question of advisa- 
bility of quarantining southern points was 
fully discussed by Messrs. McQuaid, Schu- 
macher, Owens and cthers. Resolutions were 
adopted asking the conference committee to 
cousider the matter and report at the meeting 
tomorrow if possible. Several other matters 
of minor importance were reported to the con- 
ference committee, the most important of 
which was the investigation of the stopping of 
the delivery of mai] matter by the letter car- 
riers. . Telegrams were received from Con- 
gressman Davidson, promising a‘sistance in. 
the matter of government bill before the sen- 
ate. The establishment of a fumigation station 
nearly one hundred miles trom the city instead 
of in the city is creating no end of trouble and 
the delay is completely paralyzing business. 

Superintendest Turner has ordered that all 
mail from Florida shall be concentrated at the 
fumigating station near Waycross, Ga., and be 
thoroughly fumigated and forwarded to its 
destination. A delay of from forty-eight to

sonville Times-Union is unable to get its edi- 

tions through the mail on time, and this 

action of the postoflice department is very 

embarrassing to business. The Times-Union 

demands that a fumigation station be estab- 

lished in this city, thus obviating delay. 
Passing Through Macon. 

Macon, Ga., August 15.—[Special.]—There 
was quite an increase in the number of refu- 
gees who passed through thiscity this after- 
noon over yesterday’s figures, as well asa 
transfer of the heaviest part of the traflic 
from one line to the other. There was be- 
tween sixty and seventy-who came up on the 
Sorthwestern this afternoon, and less than a 
dezen on the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia. The two carloads bronght up by the 
Southwestern train were left at the junction, 
one and a half miles from the city, and when 
the passenger train left for Ati'anta 
a few minutes later, it went out for them, and 
they were rushed through the city at about 
forty miles per hour, so that if everybody on 
board had had fever there would have been no 
damage to the people here. Quarantine In- 
spector Baughn reported everybody in this 


who have passed through: yet. Out of the 
sixty odd everybody was in good health, with 
exceptions of one little girl who was _ indis- 
posed. The majority said they would step in 

Atlanta, while others go to East Tennessee 
and other poimts, Of those onthe East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia train, all were 
well and hopeful; and say things look brighter 
than they have for some time. 

Will Boycott the Central.

He reports 
that they now have thoroughly organized and 
are working etiicientiy, and the people who 
slipped through their lines did so before they 
had time to organize.

Yellow Fever at Matamoras Causes Trouble 
at Brownsvilic, Texas, 

New Orverans, August 15.—A special from 
Brownsville, Texas, says: On account of yel- 
low fever in Matamoras, quarantine is still in 
force and all communication between Browns- 
vilie and Matamoras literally suspended to the 
great inconvenience of hundreds whose busi- 
ness relations embrace both sides of the river, 
all business on both sides of the river being at 
a standstill.

Considering that the port of New Orleans is in the 
same condition, sanitary and topographicattly, as 
Vera Cruz,and, besides, haying rella informa- 
tion that in the first named port there is actn 
existing an epidemic of diphtheria without this be- 
ing an obstacie against admittance of passengerand 
freight, which steamers that frequently come.from 
infected ports bring, the junta, as @ measure of pru- 
dence ahd precaution, orders that passes between 
Brownsville aud Brazos and this city and its juris- 
diction to Bagdad be closed; the time of this prohi- 
bition to continue for a period that the junta con- 
siders convenient, 

Had they taken the most ordinary precan- 
tions against the admittance of infectious pas- 
sengers by the gunboat Independencia, or had 
General Vestal chosen to allow his family to 
pass in one of the lower river ranches, all 
qnarantine difficulty would have been aveided. 
As.it is, Matamoras has a very small stock of 
flour, coffee, sugar and other necessities in 
their stock of merchandise, and goods for that 
place which arrived on the steamer this even- 
ing will not be allowed to cross the river. 
Matamoras merchants are alarmed, and fear 
scarcity, and are treating for a schooner load 
of groceries to be sent from New Orleans to 
Bagdad direct. 


GIGANTIC MAIL ROBBERIES. 


Over One Million Dollars’ Werth of Property 
Taken at Chicago. 

Cuicaco, Ill., August 15.—A system of let- 
ter-box robbery, extending aver a period of two 
years, involving the theft of thousands of let- 
ters, including enclosures of drafts, checks and 
postotiice orders aggregating an unknown 
amount, though known to exceed $100,000, and 
explaining in part the numerous complaints 
made against the Chicago postal service, has 
been dtscovered by the police and United 
States postottice inspectors. 

Frederick Von Oberkampfand Thomas J. 
Mack are in custody, and more arrests are 
likely to follow. Von Oberkampf claims to 
be amember of a noble German family of 
Berlin, and Mack is a carpenter and a native 
of the United States. 

Fhe discovery came about in a curious and 
thoroughly unexpected manner. Von Ober- 


' krmpf was indebted to his landlady, and in 


payment tendered her a check which she ac- 
cepted, and returned him a difference of about 
fifty dollarsincash. The check turned out 
to have been forged, and she placed the mat- 
ter in the hands of the police, who located 
their man in a room on North Market street. 

In searching this room the officers wer 
astonished tofind a trunk filled to the top witlr 
letters. They had all been opened, bore no 
postmark, and each had had the stamp re- 
moved. It was then ascertained that Von 
Oberkampf occupied still, another room, and 
when this was searched another grunk full of 
letters, all in same condition above described, 
were found. 

At another room in the hotel were found a 
valise packed with broken mail matter anda 
bunch of keys. One of the keys was one which 
opened railroad mail pouches, and another was 
numbered 168 and would Open any letter box 


n Chicago. All captured mail matter 
was taken to the office of the post- 
ofiice inspector. The envelopes contained 


all sorts of queer things usually sent through 
mails, from dry goods samples and bits of jew- 
elry to writing paper and numerous photo- 
graphs. But that which showed magnitude 
of stealings was the presence of piles of insur- 
ance policies, trusts, deeds, drafts, checks, 
money orders and promissory notes. These 
represented in the aggregate nearly $100,000. 
The largest check was one for $10,000 drawn 
by a wholesale grocery house of Chicago on 
the Continen National bank. Numerous 
other drafts ranging in figures from $75 to 
$1,000, and scores drawn for $100 were found. 

Von.Oberkampf was arrested Saturday and 
confessed his guilt on Monday, and the post- 
oftice authorities are now investigating how 
the postal key came into hig possession, and it 
is claimea that further arrests will follow, it 
being supposed that some letter carrier, antici- 
pating the loss of his position, had a cuplicate 
of his key madeand that he gave it to Von 
Oberkampf, sharing with him the p . 

Today both men were before Commissioner 
Hayne. Mack waived preliminary exaimina- 
tion and was held tothe federal grand jury 
under a $5,000 bail. Von Oberkampf’s case 
was continued until Tuesday in a bond of the 
same amount. Both are now in age 

Postoftice inspectors having in charge the 
letter box robbery affair have completed a par- 
tial list of checks, drafts, money orders and 
other negotiable papers which were found in 
Von Oberkampf’s room, and say that so far 
it foots up over $250,000. Inspector Kidder is 
satisfied that the aggregate value of all stolen 
documents which were recovered will be fully 
a million dollars. There is no means of telling 
how much Von Oberkampf secured nor how 
many people were in the habit of aansing, small 
amounts through the ordinary mail. The in- 
spectors think this is the most colossal mail 
robbery scheme ever known.

The Convention Run by New York and 


Wasuincrox, August 15.—The national 
convention of the American party has split 
upon the question of representation. 

The resotution reported from the committee 
allowing representation corresponding to con- 
gressional membership was defeated by a vote 
of 43 to 49. The Illinois delegation thereupon 
aunounced by one of its members that inas-

tional convention and not a New York state 
convention, it would withdraw, and left the 
hall. Pennsytvania, Vermont, Wisconsin, and 
several other delegations also left. 

The New York and California delegations 
were nearly the only ones who remained. .

The Regulars Convene.

NOMINATING A TICKET, 

When at 10 o’clock, the convention again 
assembled, Chairman Wigginton announced 
that nominations for a candidate for president 
of the United States were in order. 

Ex-Governor Sharp, in @ brief speech, 
placed in nomination General James 8. Nege 
ley, of Pennsylvania. Mr. Wales, of Mary- 
land, nominated James T. Curtis, of New 
York.

S. Hewitt. New York seconded the nemina- 
tion of Curtis. 3

Mr. M, E. Maher Files a Bill of Injunction 
Yesterday Morning. 
bill for the setting aside of a frandulent 
‘actand praying that a receiver be ap- 
cd for “The Piowboy,”’ was filed in the 
<‘s oliice yesterday. 

‘he petitioner is Mr. Michael E. Maher, and 

the object of the writ askod for is to secure by 
a saie of certain property in the possession of 
“The Plowboy” company, the payment of a 
judgment against Jno. L. Conley, one pf the 
stockholders inthe company. Apropos of this 
is an item in ‘Tnesday’s CONSPITUTION: 
hn L, Conley brings snit against Michael E, 
Maher for $25.0 0 damages, The petition states that 
on the 10:h of August, 1+88, Maher said in the bear- 
ing ofeccriain responsible und. respectable people 
the following words: ‘Joun Comley is a d--d rascal, 
and i (Maher) intend to land bLimintihe peniten- 
tiary, where he belongs,’* whereby the false im pres- 
sou. was couveyed that Conley was guilly of seme 
offense for which he could be sent to jail. 
The petition states that in August, 1883, Mr. 
Maher became a surety on the bail bond of Mr. 
Conley in action of trover for the recovery of 
certain printing material, the plaintiff in the 
case being Marcellus EK. Thornton and the 
amount of the bond being $20,000, 

Gn December 15, 1887, the matter was de- 
cided adversely to Mr. Conley, and Mr. Thorn- 
ton obtained a verdict for $5,714.62 and an exee 
cution was irsued for that amount. A return 


of nulle bonus was made and alevy was made 
onthe property of Mr. Conley’s securities, 
Mr. M. E. Maher and Mr. A. E. Buck. These 
‘rentiemen paid each $3,076.49 and the levies 
were withdrawn. 

‘Lhe petition further states that at the time 
Mr. Maher was induced to siand Conley’s 
bond, Conley owned about. eleven hundred 
ANRALa ¢ LAT Te ’ 4 4 — P ‘ ; 
acres of land near East Point, said land being 
worth about $20,000. To keep this property 
from becoming responsible forthe judgment 
issued against him 
this property to his wife, and in her name the 
property is now returned for taxation. 

In addition to eleven hundred acres of land 
Conley hadacertain considerable amount of 
printing material. In February, 1885, the 
Plowboy company was organized, John L. 
Conley and his brother, Morris.J. Conley, be- 
ing the principal stockholders. Soon after 
this in orier, as: before, te save 
his property from becoming responsible 
to the judgment against him, John L, 
Conley made a transfer of certain of this print- 
ing material to the Pilowboy company, Morris 
J, Conley acting as agent for the company. 

Mr, Maher prays that the court set aside the 
conveying by Conley of. this printing material 
to the Plowbey company, andin order to keep 
the property from being 1emoved from its pres- 
ent place of keeping, that a receiver be ap- 
pointed at once, and that a writ.of injunction 
be granted, forbidding the removal of the prop- 
erty.

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THE RUMOR DENIED 


That There Was a Split in the 
— Church. « 


where is Rev. George R. Tark?—A Church 
Split Recalled, and the Preacher's 
Absence Noted. 


There is a new pastor at the Church of the 
Reedeemer. 

With this announcement yesterday the ru- 
mor kept pace that considerable pressure had 
pecn brought to bear in effecting the change. 
The fact that the congregation was badly di 
yided at the time the last pastor, Dr. Turk, 
was called to the pulpit, and that the align- 
ments then made are still in existence, tended 
to give the rumor 4 matter-of-fact appearance 
that it would not otherwise have possessed. 

“Why was the change made?” @ member of 
the church was asked yesterday. 

“Well,” he replied, “Dr. Turk simply re- 
gigned, and we had to have another pastor. 

“Why did Dr. Turk resign ?” 

“Pr. Turk could tell you more about that. 
My own idea is that there were several rea- 
sons for the change. In the first place, he was 
a Methodist minister, and I can’t say that he 
ever was fully in accord with the teachings of 
the Congregational church. You know when 
he was chosen there were thirty-eight votes 
for him and thirty-six against him, and as scon 
as he accepted the charge thirteen resigned 
their membership in the church immediately, 
and a number did so later. 

“Then another reason is this: 

“Dr, Turk came here from Canada in May, 
1887. He had previous to that time accepted 
the charge of a Methodist church in Goderick, 
Canada, forone year, and it was always un- 
derstood here that the congregation there 
would never give him an honorable discharge.”’ 
Bitter correspondence concerning his action 
raged in the papers of Huron county, He 
went back to Canada from Atlauta more than 
once, presumably for the purpose of securing 
the honorable discharge, and the last time he 
went he staid. He wrote back, enclosing his 
resignation. That was early in May.” 

“Then there was no split in the church? ” 

“None whatever. After Dr, Turk left, a 
aunanimous call was extended, about July 
ist. to Rev. Alvan F. Sherill, of Omaha. No, 
there is no division in the church now.” 

“Will any.of the old members that were 
opposed to Dr. Turk come back ? ”’ 

“JT don’t know that they will. Most of them 
are members of other churches now, and I 
have no reason to believe that a single one of 
them will ever come back to the Church of 
the Redeemer.”’

A PROSPEROUS CONCERN, 


The Atlanta Glass Works Begins Its Second 
Year with Bright Prospects. 

The Atlanta Glass Works is entitled to rank 
among the most prosperous manufactories of 
the south. When the factory was started 
many of the most sagacious .business men in 
Atlanta had misgivings about its success. The 
experiment of manufacturing glass had never 
been made inthe south, and even the most 
sanguine projectors of the enterprise felt un- 
certain about getting their money back. Now 
they are thoroughly convinced that the insti- 
tution isa paying one, and they expect to get 
large returns from the capital invested. 

At the annual meeting of the directors, held 
yesterday morning, more than half the share- 
jolaers were presents The absent stockholders 
were represented by proxy. 

The term of ofiice of two of the directors ex- 
pired. Mr. Sam M. Inman was unanimously 
re-elected a director and Mr. H. J. Lamar de- 
clined re-election. In his stead Captain E. A. 
Finkle was chosen. - Captain Finkle has been 
since last February the manager and superin- 
tendent of the works. He isa man of fine 
business capacity and is thoroughly versed in 
the practical workings of glass, having enjoyed 
along experience with one of the largest glass 
factories in the United States. Captain 
Finkle submitted his report, which con- 
tains some interesting facts. He says that 
everything has worked smoothly stnce he as- 
sumed control; that he has succeeded in get- 
ting skillful artisans who take an interest in 
their work; that he is preparing to materially 
expand the facilities of the factory; that the 
new furnaces, of the most approved patent, are 
completed, and will be tested in a few days; 
that these furnaces are more than twice as 
large as those usedin the factory previous to 
last June, that they are capable of turning out 
twice as many chimneys and bottles as the old 
ones and of much supgrior quality. Captain 
Finkle’s report was recéived as information. 

‘‘How isthe Atlanta glass works coining 
on?” asked a CONSTITUTION reporter of Dr. 
Rankin. 

**‘As well as we could expect,’’ was the an- 
swer. ‘‘Everything is progressing satisfacto- 
rily and we are delighted with the prospects. 
We closed the factory the first part of last 
June, and we will resume operations the 3d 
of September. This is the rule with all glass 
factories. They shut down for two months 
every summer. We will start with greatly in- 
creased facilities, and hope to be able to sup- 
ply the demand for such articles as we manu- 
facture. Last season it was wholly impossible 
for us to keep up with the orders. But we 
have added furnaces of the most approved 
patern and I believe we will be able to keep 
up With the orders.”’ 

‘‘What is the factory’s capacity ?,’ 

“We have twelve shops, three men in each, 
where bottles are made. We have six more 
shops where lamp chimneys are made. We 
expect to be able to turn out about 3,000 chim- 
boys a day.” 

“You make nothing but chimneys and _bot- 
tles?”’ 

“Nothing else.’ 

“Where do you sel] them ?’’ 

“We have a ready sale for them in ail the 
neighboring cities. They are shipped to Bir- 
mingham, Chattanooga, Knoxvilie, Savanneh, 
Ronie, Augusta, Macon, Selma, Columbus 
and other towns. We also supply the dealers 


‘of Atlanta, who can: buy our goods cheaper 


than they can get them from any other facto- 
ries. The quality of our bottles and lamp 
climneys is equal to the best manufactured in 
the United States.” —.. 

“What is the extent of your business?” 

“We calculate that the product this year 
Will be $4,000 a week; or $10,000 a month. We 
run forty weeks. This means a business of 
$200,000 a year.”

BILL OF INJUNCTION 


Is Filed Yesterday Against the Southern 
Phosphate Company, of Atlanta. 

An interesting bill of injunction was filed 
yesterday by John F. Megee, et al., avainst 
the Southern Phosphate company. 

The petitioners are John F. MeGee, Wm. 
L. Corley, John H. Corley, Jos. A. Hollings- 
worth, Win. W. Clower, Mesicy Guller, Miles 
Harris, D. N. Martin, FE. F. Martin and Lester 
Hunt, all real estate owners, D. R, Raines, 
W. H. Chasewood and Mrs. Emily Chasewood, 
allof Atlauta except E. F. Martin, of Pike 
county. 

: ag complaint if based upon the following 
acts: 

Early in the fall of 1886 a structure was 
erected near the city limits of Atlanta, along- 
side the Richmond and Danville railroad track, 
and while it was being builded it was stated by 
those in charge of the work that the structure 
was intended to be a grist mill. 

As soon as it was completed, however, the 
phosphate company began making sulphuric 
acid and guano in said structure and mixing 
them. The making of sulphuric acid is a 
nuisance tothe neighborhood. By reason of 
its presence in the atmosphere the gardens and 
vegetation upon the property of certain of the 
complainants were injured, the damaging 
effects being felt more than a quarter of a mile 
away. Within that distance nearly all the 
plaintiffs own reali estate. The air in the 
vicinity of the factory is unpleasant for breath- 
ing and injurious to the lungs, a full breath of 
air invariably producing a sudden and inyolun- 
tary cough. 

At times the air becomes so saturated with 
the acid that persons residing in that neighbor- 
hood are compelled to shut all the doors and 
windows, and this to their great inconven- 


‘jence, 


The petitioners further ask that on the trial 
of the bill they be allowed to prove, each one 
for himself or herself, their separate damages, 
and thata judgment be rendered in favor of 
each against the phosphate company. This to 
avoid a multiplicity of suits. 

The foliowing is the entry upon it: 

“Read and considered. it is ordered that the bill 
be filed, and that the defendaut do show cause be- 
fore me, at 9 o’clock a. m., September 8th, 1888, why 
an injunction should not be grantédin accordance 
with the prayer of the bill. 

“MARSHALL J. CLARKE, Judge.”’ 

The amount invested in the works is a con- 
siderable one, and the industry an important 
one.

THE DREAD SCOURGE. 


Theught Suggested by a Visit to the Factory 
of the O. D. D. Company. 

While Atlanta is opening her doors to her 
afflicted neighbors and bidding them come, it 
certainly is wise to be prudent and guard well 
the homes of ourown loved ones. It is true 
the medical fraternity are as a unit in regard 
to the impossibility of the yellow fever spread- 


ing here, and while it Las heretofore been 


stamped out, with the imported cases, yet the 
mere “‘think’”’ of any man or set of men would 
not save our homes if, perchance,the conditions 
of our city were at this time  favora- 
ble to the spread of the disease. It is 
not desired to cast any reflection on our 
efficient sanitary force. They do all they can 
in the hours allotted for work. The increase 
of the numberof sanitary officers is a good 
move, and will greatly relieve two overworked 
men, but the carrying capacity has need of in- 
crease also, else no special good can come to 
the city, 

It is a fact, patent toany one who has not 
lost their sense of smel]!, that there are plenty 
of stagnant places, foul odors, saturated water 
closets, wholly unfit for a human being to en- 
ter, scattered all over the city. Nota block is 
free from cdors. Decaying organic matter can 
be found almost everywhere, which must 
be productive of disease. Typhoid fever, 
more to be dreaded than yellow jack 
lurks in the alleys, the basements, under the 
iron gratings, along the business thoroughfares, 
in the water closets, the garbage barrels that 
stand till the maggots invade them, and espec- 
ially the closets outside of the city water sys- 
tem, whose putrifying odor rises toward heay- 
en, a nightly monition to the poor human be- 
ings who daily drag their tired andgexhatisted 
forms from the couch that should have proven 
a haven of rest. God has planted our beauti- 
ful city on the crests of the everlasting hills, 
and provided us with an atmosphere whose 
purity is unexcelled, but He then turns our 
earthly affairs over to us and bids us protect 
ourselves. 

If you have apiano to move, you could 
not do it alone—call three more able 
bodied men, andlo! We pick up the piano 
aud carry it. Thus it is with our sanitary de- 
partment. It is doing all it can wiih the force 
at its command. 

It is true also, that there are ordinances re- 
quiring individuals to keep their places clean 
and pure, but with the articles heretofore at 
hand it was practically impossible. Else why 
were three water closets removed from the 
upper story of the custom house. Why 
are the county commissioners asking and have 
already received bids for the removal of the 
closets in the courthouse and new ones put it? 
Simply because there has been no available 
disinfectant. 

Lhese thoughts were suggested by a visit to 
the factory of the O. D. D. company, and a 
short talk with the members thereof. 

They are looking into sanitation with an eye 
to business, and judging from the evidence 
produced, their goods are absolutely available 
as a disinfectant.

SECTION 470, CYTY CODE, 


T SHALL BE THE DUTY OF EVERY HOTEL 
keeper. boardiughouse keeper,and other citizens 
within this city, to give immediate notice to the 
Board of Health of any case of contagious or in- 
fectious disease of a Cangerous character, such as 
smallpox, cholera, diphtheria, scarlet fever, yellow 
fever, and such other diseases as may be publicly 
declared by raid Board of Health, which mary occur 
in bis or her hotel, boardinghouse or otber welling; 
and if any hotel keeper, boatdinghouse kecpcr, OF 
other citizen, shall fail or neglect to report ag 
aforesaid any and all such eases of said diseases as 
may occur or be at their hotel, boardinghouse, or 
place of dwelling, each and every offender sball,on 
conviction, be fined not excecding ove hundred dol- 
ars and costs, or be imprisoned not exceeding thirty 
days, or both, in the discretion of the court,

Last spring Bryan & Radel; a firm of Chi- 
cago brokers, opencd a broxerage or commis 
sion business in this city at No.9) Peachtree 
strect.voonis Nos. 3 and 4. 

Their purpose was to place orders for future 
delivery through the Chicago board of trade 
and New York cotto1 rf exchange. 

The firm suspended here yesterday and their 
liabilities cre estimated at $20,900. 

Mr. Bryan, who was in the city yesterday; 
stated that he had come for the purpose of 
proposing terms of settlement. 

But he left on the midnight train 
having effected a settlement and wit 
plaining to interested parties his sudden de- 
parture, 

The business here was conducted through 
Mr J.-B. Hilton who acted as the agentfor the 
Chicagotirn. 

A number of Atlanta gentlemen who bought 
cotton through this agency claim that they are 
out about $17,000. One gentleman is behind 
$6,500; another $4,500 and a third $2,500. 
Others have lost smaller amounts. 

It is claimed by the losers that the business 
‘was done in an irregular manner, that their 
trades were not closed properly in New York as 
they were led to believe tliat they would be. 

it is understeod that Bryan & Lansdel! 
claim that they instructed@thcir agent, Hilton, 
todo a straight brokerage and commission 
business in that he disregarded their instiuc- 
tions and did a bucketshop business. 

The gentiemen who bought through Hilton 
understood that tlhe busiuess was to be commi;- 
sion and brokerage. 

There wasarumor last night that Dryan & 
j.ansdell were willing to return to the losers 
their margins, but nothing more. 

tis thought the gentlemen interested will 
take legal steps to get the’ r money. 

But nothing definite has yet been dec 
upon. 

Hilton is still in the city, and it is said that 
he will not be allowed to leave until a settle- 
meni has been effected. 

A TALK WiTH MR. HILTON. 

At a late hour last night a reporter called on 
Mr. J. B. Hilton, at his room inthe Kimball: 

‘‘T have retired,’’ said Mr. Hilton, as he 
stood in his night robe on the door step. 

“What about your business troubles today,”’ 
he was asked. 

“Well, really, I have retired for the night, 
and there is quite adraft in the room.”’ 

“Yes,’’ answered the reporter, ‘‘the breeze is 
quite pleasant, but is there not a difference of 
opinion between yourself and Bryan & Lans- 
dell as to the responsibility for certain losses ?’’ 

“T cannot talk,’”’ responded Mr. Hilton. 
Pr hese matters are in the hands of an attor- 
ney.’

SUPPRESSION OF EPIDEMICS. 

There is $150,000 remaining from the appro- 
priation of last year for the suppression of epi- 
demic diseases. The Florida delegation called 
upon the president this morning and asked 
that it be applied to the work now rendered 

-mecessary by the yellow fever in their state. 
The president promised to do what he could 
towards having the request granted. 

Senator Harris, chairman ot the committee 
onepidemic diseases, thinks his committee 
will recommend an appropriation of $000,000 
besides that already on hand. 

BEGINNING THE CAMPATGN. 

Mr. Mills leaves tomorrow for West Virginia 
to make democratic speeches. Ile will also 
visit Illinois and other states, including New 
York, and talk tariff tothe people before re- 
turning here.

MR. REAGAN ON TRUSTS. 

The bill introduced by Senator Reagan to 
prevent the formation of trusis, in its first sec- 
tion defines a trustas follows: ‘“‘Thata trust 
is a combination of capital or _ skill 
by two or more. persons, for the 
fullowing purposes: First—to create o 
carry restrictions on trade; cond— 
to limit, to reduce, or. to increase the produc 
tion or prices of merchandise or commodities; 
third—to prevent competition in the manufae 
ture, making, sale or purchase of merchandise 
or commodities ; -to create a2 Mono} 
oly.’ 

Section 2 provides that any person who ma; 

become a member of any such trust, or wily 
may become engaged in the business of ans 
such trust in any trade or business carried 0) 
with foreign countries, or between the state; 
or territories, or between the United State 
and waters adjacent to any foreign country 
shall be guilty of high misdemeanor, and shall 
on conviction, be fined not less than $1,000 no 
more than $10,000, and may be imprisoned i 
the penitentiary for not less than one nor nor 
than five years. 

The third section declares that the purcha: 
by any trust or by any agent of any trust, + 
merchandise or commodities in a foreign cor: 
try for sale in this co yuntry ; OF the manufa 
ture, making or purchase of any merchandi 
or commodity in this country for sale in a fe 
@ign country, or any state or territory for 4a! 
in any other state or territory, shall be deeme 
@ Violation of the provisions of this act,
